NOTIFICATION. 


Tus following Rules relating to Spirits manufactured in India after the English method 
are issued by the Board of Revenuc, Lower Provinces, with the sanction of the Government 
of Bengal, under Section 6, Act XXI1. of 1856, in supercession of the Notification dated 
Sth April 1857. These Rules will take effect from this date :— 


Rules for Spirits manufactured after the English method. 


Rules for working a li- 
eensed private Distillery. 


‘Ticemmen, 











Rust and other Spirits may be manufactured after the English 
method, under proper Licenses, cither in a still set up within the 
walls of a public Sudder Distillery, or in a private 
Distillery licensed by the Collector. Distillation in a 
public Distillery will be under the rales and restrictions 
in force for the distillation of Country Spirits (known as 
Doastah, Shrab, &c.), with the additional proviso thit the 
works and utensils be pledged as prescribed in Rule IV. 
The Duty now fixed by the Government, under the provisions of 
Section 1, Act XXIII. of 1860,.on Spirits manulactured after 
the English process is Rupees 3 per Imperial Gallon, London 
Proof, to be ratably increased or diminished according to 
strength. 












The following are the Rules under which a private Distillery 
may be worked and its produce disposed of :— 


1, Collectors are authorized, under Section 5, Act XXI. of 
1856, to grant Licenses for the construction and working of 
Distilleries in the English method within the limits of their 
respective Districts, and at a distance of not less -than twent 
miles from Caloutta. Collectors shall keep Registers of all 
Distiltery Licenses issuod by them, and shall grant receipts for 


deposits on account of Licenses. The Collector of Calcutta will 


tab Licenses for all Distilleries within twenty miles of 
loutte ender Act XT. of 1849.

2. Applicante for Licenses to work Distilleries after the 
English method may, if it be thought necessary, be called upon 
to deposit as security a sum not exceeding one thousand Rupees, 
the whole of which, or such portion of it as the Government may 
determine, on the recommendation of the Board of Revenue, 
will be liable to forfeiture in the event of any breach of the 
Abkaree Taw being proved before the Officors vested by Law 
with the decision of Abkaree cases. In that ense the License 
will of course be forfeited also. On the License ceasing without 
forfeiture the sum deposited shall be returned by the Collector. 





3. The above deposit or any part of it will further be at the 
Collector’s disposal for the due discharge of all payments, whe- 
ther of Revenue, License Charges, Fines or Forteitures, to which 
tho Distiller ray be liable hy Law, by the Excise Rules, by the 
conditions of his License, or by any engagement or Bond into 
whieh he may have entered. 





4. The Applicant. shall nleo execute a Bond, pledging his 
works and all utensils emrloyed in the manufueture, for the 
due discharge of the abovementioned payments.

5. No Dist‘Hery shall be licensed until the parties applying 
for the License shall have satisfied the Collector that the Dustil. 
lery buildings and premises are so constructed and sur- 
rounded by a wall ‘as to afford full security for the Govern- 
ment. Revenue. Mectors are empowered to refuse Licenses 
fur Distilleries without assigning any xeason for so doing, 
except to the superior Revenue Authorities in the event of an 
appeal from their decision, 








6. Persons working licensed Distilleries are required to apply 
to the Collector in April of each year for the renewal of their 
Licenses for the year following, as Licenses will ran from Ist of 
May to 30th April, Unrenewed Licenses shall be considered 
null and void, not protecting the Spirits produced in the 
Distilleries from seizure and confiscation, or the parties working 
the Distilleries from the penaliies provided by Law for the illicit 
manufacture of Spirits.
